No other copy is known, either in or out of Spain, of this valnablo map, which was 
drawn on vellum by the hand of Santa Cruz in 1542, he being then the Cosmografo 
Mayor of the Royal Department of Charts at Seville. It is entitled “ Nova verior et 
integra totius orbis descriptio," and bears the imperial arms of Charles V, to whom it 
is dedicated. It represents the world as two hemispheres, with the poles as centres, and 
is arranged in gores as though intended for the model of a globe. The American 
portion is undoubtedly that which constitutes the chief interest in the work, and its 
importance in that respect is heightened by the immense number of geographical 
names inscribed upon it. Although until recently quite unknown to modern scholars, 
this map is evidently the one referred to in the “ Diferencia de Libros ” of Venegas 
(printed in 1540), who described it on account of the new method of projection on which 
it was designed. The difference of date between 1540 and 1542 merely implies that 
Venegas had seen the draught plan two years before the work was finished in its exist¬ 
ing ornate condition by Santa Cruz. 

As one of the most valuable of the series of world-maps produced within half a 
century of the great discovery of Columbus, the work of Santa Cruz must be found 
indispensable for the use of students in this fine reproduction, the only form in which 
it is accessible.

Progress would never have been written. Bunyan himself has told 
us that he wrote his imperishable allegory in prison, and the general 
impression was that he did so during the twelve years’ imprisonment 
which ended in 1672. But to allow so long a period as six years to 
elapse before sending his books to the printer was not Bunyan’s 
custom, and in the versified ‘ Apology ’ which serves as a preface to the 
Pilgrim'8 Progress he seems to imply that it was printed almost imme¬ 
diately after it was completed. It was therefore much more likely to 
have been written during the later six months* imprisonment which 
was alluded to by his anonymous first biographer and by Charles Doe, 
who were both confirmed by local tradition. But beyond the mere fact 
of his having undergone this imprisonment very little was known. 
However, the discovery in 1887 of this, the original warrant for his 
arrest, which had lain in seclusion for over two centuries, forged 
several missing links in the chain of Bunyan’s life. The issue of the 
warrant was due to the fact that on Feb. 4, 1675, the Acts against 
Nonconformists had been again put in force, and as soon as possible 
orders were given for Bunyan’s arrest. The importance which the 
magistrates attached to it is evinced by the warrant being signed by no 
fewer than thirteen of them, an unusual proceeding. Arrested under 
the authority of this warrant Bunyan was tried at the next quarter 
sessions, held a short time afterwards, and sentenced to six months’ 
imprisonment; and there is not the slightest reason to doubt that the 
Pilgrim 1 8 Progress was written during this period of enforced leisure. 

The document, which is in remarkably clean and perfect condition 
is, as I have already mentioned, signed by thirteen justices, of whom 
six were baronets and seven esquires. Three of these, viz., 

Dr. William Foster, Chancellor of Lincoln, Sir George Blundell, M.P. 
for Bedford, and Sir William Beecher of Howbury, were concerned in 
Bunyan’s previous committal in 1660. It is noticeable that only five of 
the magistrates use their own seals, the others availing themselves of 
their fellows’ seals, or that of Paul Cobb, clerk of the peace, who as 
in 1660 drew up the warrant; while three did not seal at all.

Caxton had published a prose version in 1490. The printer’s name is 
not given, but the device on the title-page is one used by William 
Copland. This copy has the very rare last leaf “ Ane exclamation 
aga“nis detractouris and nncurtase redaris . . .” 

In his translation of Virgil, Douglas is on quite untrodden ground. 

He has the merit of being the first classical translator in the language, 
and he seems to have set his own example by working at passages of 
Ovid, of which no specimens exist. He must have done the whole 
work, prologues and all, together with a translation of the supplemen¬ 
tary book by Maphseus Vegias, within the short space of eighteen 
months. He writes in heroic couplets, and his movement is confident, 
steadfast, and regular. In several of the prologues he reaches his 
highest level as a poet. He shows a strong and true love for external 
nature at a time when sach devotion was not specially fashionable; he 
displays an easy candour in reference to the opinions of those likely to 
criticise him; he proves that he can at will (as in the prologue to book 
viii) change his style for the sake of effect; and in accordance with 
his theme he can be impassioned, reflective, or devout. The hymn to 
the Creator prefixed to the tenth book, and the prologue to the book 
of Maphaeus Vegius—descriptive of summer and the 4 joyous moneth 
tyme of June’—are specially remarkable for loftiness of aim and 
sustained excellence of elaboration.”— Bid. of Nat.

The Wallace Collection, now permanently located at Hertford House, Louden, is 
deservedly the most widely celebrated of all the private collections of Europe. During 
the past century three generations of collectors of the most refined taste and discern¬ 
ment, provided with ample fortune, and assisted by experts of unquestioned ability, 
devoted themselves to gathering together the choicest objects that could be obtained 
from the art and bric-d-brac storehouses of the entire world.
